N. company, 
whose tlag she Mew until she ended her 
days. 

The old Western Slope, which was 
launched by ("apt. "Rill" Moore, w ho 
owns a great portion of the laud upon 
whieh Skagway is built, in 1870 for the 
Stikine river trade, is another bulk which 
is to Ir. removed from the upper harbor 
in a few days in response to the request 
of tlie harbor master. She carried min- 
ers north and on the Fraser during the 
days nf gold, until iSSIt, when she was 
sold at auction to ('apt. John Irving, 
who turned her over to the C. I'. N. 
company. In 1891 her machinery was 
taken out. and she was converted into a 
barge.

The mate of the schooner Otto, which 
sniled on Wednesdn v, is a man with a 
history of strange adventure. This man, 
Capt. Martin Lund, was master of a 
large steamer, the Eddy, sailing into New 
York about three years ugo, and be sud- 
denly disappeared from that steamer un- 
der most peculiar circumstances. Search 
was made lor him. and as it was un- 
successful, he was given up as lost, it 
being thought that he had fallen from

THE BY-DAWS. 

Let us look at the proposed by-laws 
from :i practical point of view. 

First: The James Bay project. Is it 
necessary? Wo think so, and for these 
reasons: 

The- existing bridge has already out- 
lasted what all competent engineers say 
is its life as a structure subject to the 
traffic which it has to carry. 

The existing bridge is inadequate to 
existing traffic; because it cannot car- 
ry street cars equail to public require- 
ments and the small cars now used are 
not permitted to cross it ifully loaded; 
because it in compulsory to -walk horses 
across it, which means loss of time and 
inconvenience; because it cannot be 
double-tracked for tramway purposes; 
because the accommodation for foot pas- 
sengers is inadequate. 

The existing bridge, having come to be 
in such a condition that no engineer will 
pronounce it safe for any length of time, 
the city will undoubtedly be liable in 
heavy damages it any accident should 
occur. 

The present condition of the mud flats 
is a menace to the public health, and the 
condition is rapidly growing worse, and 
the provincial! health authorities may at. 
any time take steps to compel the city 
to remedy the evil. 

The tilling in of the tide flats will 
create a valuable piece <>t' property, 
which will be owned by the city. 

The existing bridge and the present 
condition of the mud Mats are an eye- 
sore to every one ami a discredit to the 
city. 

This question has been before the pub- 
lic a great length of time, but while we 
hiive heard and read many statements in 
opposition t'> it. we have heard or read 
no reasons advanced against it. A cor-

The paving of Government street: The 
arguments in favor of putting down a 
permanent pavement on (b -"eminent 
street are the same, as those which led 
to the paving of other streets. Doubtless 
there are people who think the present 
street good enough. There is no account- 
ing lor tastes, and to addrefs an argu- 
ment to a person, who thinks the prin- 
cipal business street in the city anil that 
leading to the parliament building 
should be left as it is, would be a waste 
of time. 

The High School: The argument 
against the High School by-law is that 
we do not need a High school. As, if 
the desirability of maintaining the High 
school is. admitted, the building to ac- 
commodate it must be provided, it is im- 
portant, to ask what, is the argument 
against a High school. It was express- 
ed by a correspondent, who used the 
signature "Laborer" in yesterday's Col- 
onist. It is that we have too high a 
standard of education. This might be an 
argument for changing the law of the 
province, but while the law remains as 
it is, it seems worse than folly not to 
take advantage of it.

Many are the 
xti-s sjiuu round tho prospectors' fires 
A tfabulous pockets discovered en the is- 
Liitml which is now attracting the atten- 
tion of ail Western America, aud which 
is now overrun with men from almost 
every state in the Union, from almost 
every province of the Dominion, None 
of those tales, however, is so full of the 
real atmosphere of the genuine prospec- 
tor as that which relates the queer his- 
tory of old Hugh Kirk, one of the ear- 
liest prospectors to visit the island after 
the white men came to British Colum- 
bia in anything like numbers. 

It was away back in tine sixties some- 
where, that stirring period when tho 
white man and the Indian were waging 
their last grim battle all over the open- 
ing West for tho mastery, that Kirk 
drifted up tho Sound and heard that the 
big island at the north end of the Gulf 
was worth a visit. Like most of the 
hardy band who came across the Rockies 
with the grand rush for gold, he hud 
survived the hardships, dangers and pri- 
vations of that exodus because he was 
one of the fittest. He was a man with 
a still tongue. Like Teleinnchus, he had 
learnt the virtues of silence in a stern 
school, and no part of u prospector's 
equipment is more valuable to him than 
this power to hold his tongue. 

The old fellow used to come down to 
Nanaimo in his canoe to purchase, his 
supplies, for which ho generally paid in 
pure virgin gold, carrying u little quartz. 
That is how a humorist of the pioneers 
describes the wonderful s-1ufT the old 
man used to fetch with him from his un- 
known cache on the island. A hundred 
dollars' worth of this nroducf of Texuda 
went into marvellously small compass, 
whilst a "chunk" valued at many hun- 
dreds of dollars he curried in his pocket, 
and displayed with the carelessness and 
freedom of the man who knows whore 
be can put his bands on enough more of 
it to build a house with, if necessary. 

Of course this dazzling exhibition of 
the stuff thousands wore enduring toil 
and sorrow to procure, could not fail to 
excite great interest, and the old pros- 
pector was eagerly questioned as to the 
whereabouts of his Eldorado. The only 
reply that could be got out of him was 
that there was plenty' more of it. where 
the specimens he was showing came 
from. This was a statement which one 
could readily believe, lifter seeing the 
samples. 

Amongst the friends Kirk had here 
was Mr. George Norris, proprietor and 
editor of the Free Press, and he repeat- 
edly urged the old man to look so far 
after his own interests as to bring over 
to Nanaimo all he could of the gold 
quartz of the quality described aud lodge 
it for safe keeping in the bank hero. 
Kirk as often promised to take this pru- 
dent course, but with the inconceivable 
carelessness of the pioneer prospector, ho 
kept putting it off. Mr. Norris warned 
him again and again that somebody 
would be sure to drop upon the golden 
store and put an end to the old man's 
dream. Incredible as it may sound, it is 
a fact that the old fellow had actually 
neglected to record, such being his reck- 
less, happy-go-lucky stylo. 

On his trail .ill the time were men who 
watched him in all his movements with 
the patience of wolves oa the spmir of 
a wounded moose. They were playing 
the sure game, and tlioy won. In spite 
of his cunning in evading the watchers, 
Kirk made the inevitable slip, and in a 
trice his secret was in the hands of peo- 
ple who knew, perhaps, better how to 
use it to their own" ulvantage. They 
made the preliminary surveys, staked out 
.ill they wanted, then rushed to record. 
The richest known ground on Tcxndn 
at that time was theirs. 

Thus the man who secretly owned per- 
haps hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
lost, it all through his own egregious 
folly. The old man did not say much 
nl»»Ut bis terrible loss, bat with the easy 
courage <>f tin- old prospector, started 
life 1 1 bl over again, ia the hope of retriev- 
ing his lost luck before crossing the 
divide.

half tic size of Victoria that is used for 
High school purposes. I am informed 
that in the city of Scuttle they are ex- 
pending $:jl)0.Ul)l) on a new High school 
building, and a general movement is now 

on f in Vancouver lo raise $100,000 

for school buildings, although their pres- 
ent buildings are much superior to ours. 
It does not say much for the credit of 
Victoria, the wealthiest city ami the cap- 
ilai. when We have to admit that we 
have the poorest High school building 
in the province. It is not merely a new 
High school building we need, but inure 
accommodation for the pupils of the low- 
er grades. It is quite true that we could 
ask the citizens to vote mon.;, for build- 
ing additions to the graded schools; but 
by building a new High school we can 
use the building now used for that pur- 
pose, and thus would serve a double pur- 
pose, namely, the additional accommoda- 
tion require. 1 for the Central school,. Mid 
also a new High school, at practically 
the small cost id' ,Si;t;i) per annum, as 
shown by Mr. Futon's letter, in which 

he states that at the last sessi. f the 

legislature the school act was amended 
Whereby a special grunt of $1,200 a year 
will be available to the city of Victoria 
(provided the High .school building and 
its equipment are satisfactory). As the 
present building lias already been con- 
demned as unsuitable for its purpose by 
tlie Superintendent of Education, it will 
bi' readily seen that unless we erect a 
suitable building the above special grant 
will not be available, Now are the citi- 
zens going to let a business proposition 
of th;it kind go by when the require- 
ments for a new building are absolutely 
necessary. Should the by-law by any 
chance be defeated, the trustees will 
Have to pay out more than $2(50 in ren- 
tals, provided a [suitable building can 
be secured lor the accoininodat ton of the 
pupiN in Hie Boys' and (.'iris' Central 
schools, us tin- acl make-- it imperative 
that the trustees shall liud accommoda- 
tion for all children ,,f sel I age in the 

cit.\ . There are those wilo advocate do- 
ing away with the High school altogeth- 
er. Surely they are not aware that the 
standard of education is lower, and the 
means of obtaining the same is loss, than 
in any oilier province in the Dominion! 
Still they would like to take away what 
little we have. 

I trust Hi,- ratepayers of the city will 
give the High school by-law their care- 
ful consideration, and feel sure that if 
they do, they will come to the polls 'in 
Monday ami record their votes in its fa- 
vor.
